His - Majelties Royal Brother, the 


Duke of Glouceſter, and even Gen.

And about three daies before His 
Majeſtics Coronation, he was in the 
Banquetting-houſe created Baron 
Aſvly of Wimbourn Sr. Giles's ; and 
another addirion of Honour was 
conferred: on him(v:z.) Lord Cooper 
of Paulett; And at- laſt in the 

C 3 year - 
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year 1672, he was made Earl of 
Shaftesbury, at the ſame time when 
Duke Lauderdale, the Earl of Av- 
I:t:gton, and the Lord Cl:fford were 
promoted. To his happy Councils do 
both King and Kingdom owe for 
the happy Condud of things for di- 
vers years ; ſo that now he ſeemed 
ro be incorporate into the heart of 
his Prince; the Events of his Advi- 
ces were commonly agreeable to 
what he at firſt propoſed ; ſo that it 
may be ſaid of him as was ſpoken of 
Polibins,: that ( as Scipio) fo the 
King ſeldom miſcarried inany thing 
thar was carried on by his Advice ; 
ſo that at length he ſeemed to be 
the Royal Oracle. In fine, ſuch was 
the Opinion which his wiſe Admi- 


niſtration had gained, that as he fate

to know whether any of rhe Wit- 
neſſes ſtood indifted or no. To 
which the Lord Chief Juſtice anſ- 
wered, they were nor properly here 
to examine the credibility of theWit- 
neſſes; for thar would be a matrer 
apon a Tryal before a Petty Jury , 
where the King would be heard to 
defend the credibility of his Wit- 
neſles, if any thing were objected a- 
gainſt them: That they were to ſee 
whether the' Statute were ſatisfied , 
in having matter that was Treaſona- 
ble, and witneſied by Two Men, 
who are bend 25-245 7 facze credi- 
ble, unleſs of the'r own Knowledg 
they knew any thing to the contri- 
r | 

Mr. Papillon prayed his Lord- 
ſhips Opinion, whether his Lord- 
ſhip thought they were within the 
co mpalſs 
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compaſs of their own Underſtand- 
ings and Conſciences, to give Judg- 
ment; for if they were not lxit ro 
conlider the credibiliry of the Wit- 
neſles, they could not farisfic their 
Conſciences, To which the Lord 
Chief Juſtice replied, that they oughr 
ro go according to the Evidence, un- 
leſs there were any thing ro their 
own knowledge, and that ii they ex 
pected to enter into proofs concern- 
ing the credir of the Witneſles, it 
were impoſlibic ro do Juſtice at that 
rate. The Jury withdrew, and the 
Court adjourned till Three a Clock.

Then the Jury examined the reſt 
of the Witnetles,, one by one, Booth 
being asked whether he had caſic ad- 
mittance into my Lords company, 
ſaid,he ever went with Capr.JW11k;n- 
ſon, gu had eaſie admittance; whe- 
ther Captain J/:1kinſon were with 
him every time, he - ſaid, no, 
not eyery time, not this rime; ; 
to divers other ' queſtions he an- 
ſwered ; That he had .been in Or- 
ders; chat he kad not becn in- 
dited for Fellony ; that he did nor 
diretly know any one man of the 
Fifty befide himſelf ; that he never 
was with my Lord bur ar his own 

Houſe; that he was never deſired ro

committed ; but had given notice long before 
of what he intended to do to other perſons. But 
the Queſtions put to him being not very mate- 
rial,and his Anſwers of little moment, for want 
of room, muſt . be waved; and we come to 
Bryan Haines, who in anfwer to-divers Que- 
ftions pur to him by the Jury, faid, Thar he 
gave in his Information againſt my E. Shafteſ- 
' bury, the day that he the ſaid Bryan was taken 
by a Meſſenger ; that he had before given in 
another 
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, another account to Sir G. Tyeby, of a deſign a- 
gainfſt the L. Shaftesbury, about March laſt, 
which was, That Fiz-Girald had. told him, 
that he had given 1t under his Hand to the 
King, that che E. of Shaftesbury did reſolye to 
fet the Crown on his own Head, or turn the 
Ringdom to a Common-wealth ; that he had 
diſcourſe with my Ld. at ſeveral times, ſome- 
times at his own Houſe, fomtimes in Irommon- 
pger-Lane; that there Hains had propoſed a R& 
bellion in Ire/and; that the Earl ſaid that was 
not the beſt way, they had other means to 
take, and fo the Diſcourſe was waved; beings 
asked whether ever he had bin a Witneſs for, 
or againſt the Lady Windham , he ſaid ſhe a- 
reſted him, becauſe he had ſaid he lay with her. 

' Fohn Macknamara anſwered to ſeveral 
queſtions put to him , thar he had diſcourſe 
with the Lord Shaftesbury in March and April, 
that he could not tell exactly when he-gave in 
his Information, but that it was to Secretary 
Tenkins ; that Ivey was by when they had the 
diſcourſe; "Thar he {igned the Petition to the 
+ Common Council, but did not fee ir till *rtwas 
brought him to figo ; that he did not read it, 

/ nor knew the Contents of it. Then Mr. Papil- 
+ lion told the Court, that 1n that Petirion they 
ſay, they were tempred to {wear againſt their 
 Conſeiences, and that ſome of the Witneſſes 
had made Shipwrack of their Conſciences; but 
if we ſhould ask them who tzmpted them, and

for fince they. do not know what was 1n the 
Petition, it 1s in vain to ask them any more. 
 F.Macknamaraſaid,he heard Mr.Coliedg that 
was executed at Oxford, was concerned in pro- 
moting thePetition by my L.ShaftsburysAdvice. 
The Anſwer of Denns Macknamara to di- 
vers queſtions put by the Jury, was to this =_ 
poſe, That he was introduced to my Lord by 
h's Brother, in March or April laſt, he knows 
not which ; that none but Ivey was by; that 
he gave in his Information to the Secretary. of 
State, long before the Earl was committed. 
Then Mr. Papiliion propeſed to the Court , 
whether they mighe not ask, if he had a Par- 
don, for it would bt ſatisfaction to them. Ld. 
Ch. Juſt. North anſwered, it might be. proper 
when the Priſoner made Exceptions to the 
Witneſſes, but that there were no Exceptions 


to the Witnefles. Mr. Papillion faid they made 


no exceptions, but they mult fatishe their Con- 
ſciences, and that was very much as they found 
the credibility of the Witneſſes. |

Edward Ivey gave in anſwer to ſeveral que 
ftions demanded of him, 'That the diſcourſe tie 
"had with my Lord, was ſome time afrer the 
firting of the Parliament ar Oxford, about the 
latter end of March, or beginning of April,that 
he could not be politive when he made his In- 
*formation, bur it was given to the Secretary of 

State ; thar he thinks the two Mackniamarg's 
were by.& no body elſe; he is ſure one of ther 
'was: "That he gave his Inform as ſvon 35 
he could ; that he knew nothing more than he 
had depoſed. 

To Queſtions asked of Bernard Dennis, he 
anſwered to this purpoſe ; That he had this diſ- 
courſe in April, 4. or 5 days after the Parlia- 


ment was diffolved at Oxferd, In March after 


the Parliament was diffolved at Oxford, that it 
was at his own Houſe, that Mr, Sh-pheard, a 
Gentleman of my Lords, was there, and ſome 


of his Pages; bur he could not tell whether 


they heard any thing ; that my Lord did nar 
whiſper, that he made this Information in Fure, 
before my Lord was committed ; that he gave 
it to Secretary Fenkins; that he concealed it 
fo long, becauſe he, continued fo long in the 
Cuy; 
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City ;' That he had been a Proteſtant ſince Fe” 
-bruary: that he had the Diſcourſe with my Ld. 


in his ownChamber,the greatChamber,he knew 


not whether it was called the Hall, or the Par- 
lor; that he knew nothing more but what he 
had declared ; that he could nor tell whether all 
his kindred were Papiſts, but moſt were. 
Then the Jury took up the Statute Book; 
and in ſhort time came down, and returned 
the Bill Ignoramus. At which the People gave 
a great ſhout ; the Attorney General deſired it 
might be recorded, this hollowing and hooping 
in a Court of Juſtice. 
The Witneſſes had ſeveral times declared 
they were in danger to be ſtoned by the Peo- 
ple, upon which the Sherifis guarded them 


with a ſtrong guard as far as Temple-Bar. 

Now. 28. 16581. flis Lordſhip the E.oi Shaſesbury 
was brought up from the Tower,to the Bar of rye

And a Procla- 
mation was Iſſued our for preventing of Bonfir2s, 
ir not being thought fir thax people ſhould be en- 
couraged in their triumphs on thar occafion ;tho 
many confiderableTowns and Ciries in cheCoun- 
rry, upon the news of the diſcharge of his Lord-

Daring the 
timeof theEarl of Shaftesburizs Confinement,ma=- 
ny made it their bwiineſs roderract,and vilipend 
btm, *'rwas the mode among ſome ro drink his 
Healch, with a Fendulum, ara Hempen firing, ro 
call him Tony, Tapskin, and King of Poland, &c. 
a man conid hardly be admirred ro drinka glaſs 
of Wine, withour cafting ſome of ir in his tace.

Monday, Feb.:14. 1681. My L. Shaftesbury, my

May 4. 1652. being the firſt of rhe Term,a mo-

Tre Courr 
ardered rhe Monday tollowtng to file the Aﬀida- 
vits, that my Lord's Council might have noricc. 

May 12. The Council for Mr. Graham made a 
motion in Courr'to the ſame purport, as Mr.Crad- 
doch's Council had done. Afrer which his Lord- 
ſhip declared, . Thar if be could nor have the Li- 
berry of -a Subject, ro lay his Action in whar 
Cainry he pleaſed, he would remir ic .until ſuch 
time as he had further confidered it.
